With a potentially deadly swine flu outbreak 
looming, President Obama is urging Americans 
to take steps to prevent infection, 

Obama was briefed Tuesday on the nation’s 
preparedness for swine flu by senior offi- 
cials, including Health and Human Services 
Secretary Kathleen Sebelius and Homeland 
Security Janet Napolitano, Following the meet- 
ing, Obama said the government is preparing 
across all levels, but all Americans have a role 
to play in the response, 

“I don’t want anybody to be alarmed, but I do 
want everyone to be prepared,” he said. 

The global swine flu epidemic first emerged in 
April, sickening more than i million Americans 
and killing about 500, More than 2,000 people 
have died worldwide. Health officials are pre- 
paring for a surge in cases this fall, and one 
White House report from a panel of experts 
suggests up to half the U,S, population could 
catch swine flu during a pandemic. 

Vaccine development is ongoing and is likely 
to be available by October, The president said 
the vaccine for swine flu— known as the HiNi 
virus —would be voluntary, but said the govern- 
ment will “strongly recommend” that people

Certain groups are more vulnerable to swine 
flu, including children under 2, pregnant women 
and people with health problems like asthma, 
diabetes and heart disease. 

Like the seasonal flu, swine flu spreads 
through coughs and sneezes of people who are 
sick, Obama said there are common-sense pre- 
cautions people can take to lower their risk of 
infection, like washing their hands frequently 
and staying home if they feel sick, 

“I know it sounds simple, but it’s important 
and it works,” Obama said.

You might want to check on your sweaters 
and shovels— the Farmers’ Almanac is pre- 
dicting a very cold winter. 

The venerable almanac’s 2010 edition, 
which went on sale Tuesday, says numbing 
cold will predominate in the country’s mid- 
section, from the Rocky Mountains in the 
West to the Appalachians in the East, 
Managing Editor Sandi Duncan says it’s 
going to be an “ice-cold sandwich,” 

“Wfe feel the middle part of the country’s 
really going to be cold— very, very cold, very, 
very frigid, with a lot of snow,” she said, “On 
the East and West coasts, it’s going to be a 
little milder. Not to say it’s going to be a mild 
short winter, but it’ll be milder compared to 
the middle of the country” 

The almanac, which has been published 
since 1818, issues annual forecasts using a for- 
mula based on sunspots, planetary positions 
and the effects of the moon. 

The almanac’s forecast, however, is at odds 
with the National Weather Service, which is 
calling for warmer- than-normal temperatures 


across much of the country because of an El 
Nino system in the tropical Pacific Ocean, 
said Mike Halpert, deputy director of the 
NOAA Climate Prediction Center in Camp 
Springs, Md, 

“The stronger El Nino becomes, the more 
confident and the more likely it will be the 
northern part of the country will have a mild- 


er-than-average winter,” Halpert said. 

The almanac and the Weather Service 
agree on their predictions of warmer-than- 
usual conditions across next summer. 

The Farmers’ Almanac, not to be con- 
fused with the New Hampshire-based Old 
Farmer’s Almanac, has a circulation of about 
3,5 million.

Reaction mixed as Oprah taping gears up to take over Mag Miie

Chicago has long known how far Oprah Winfrey’s star 
power reaches. 

Now the popular talk show host has won city approv- 
al to shut down a significant stretch of the Magnificent 
Mile next week for the kickoff of her 24th season. 

Plans call for Michigan Avenue to be closed to 
vehicular traffic from Wacker Drive to Ohio Street for 
more than two days— from 12:01 a.m. Monday to 5 a.m. 
Wednesday 

The hour-long show will be taped at 5 p.m. Tuesday at 
a temporary stage to be built near the Michigan Avenue 
Bridge. The taping is free and open to the public. 

Shoppers and businesses along the bustling Mag Mile 
wondered Tuesday how Oprah pulled off closing the 
world-famous street for so long? 

“That ain’t right,” said Dar Gable, 63, of Hyde Park. 
“I want to shut the place down for three days.” 

Edward Parsons, director of Hilligoss Galleries, 
which is on the stretch that will be closed for Oprah’s 
taping, echoed those concerns. 

‘All things aside, she’s just a celebrity,” Parsons said. 
With his gallery’s paintings going for an average price 
of about $25,000, he doubted the attraction will draw 
any business. 

But just mention Oprah’s name to several others and 
their faces light up. 

“Everybody wants to go see Oprah, right?” asked a 
beaming Jana Elmore, 29, of Lincoln Square. 

If not for the stars Oprah attracts to Chicago, fans 
love her for her giveaways, Elmore said. The talk show 
host has on occasion treated guests with lavish gifts, 
including cars.

Spokeswoman 
Angela DePaul wouldn’t give away any hints at guests 
or topics other than the musical guest: the hip-hop 
group Black Eyed Peas. 

store that will be in the footprint of Oprah’s taping, said 
he anticipates the store will be busier than usual thanks 
to the powerful celeb. 

“Thus far we’re ecstatic,” said Trevino, thankful a 
reporter confirmed what he thought was gossip all day 

But what might be great for pedestrians— Michigan 
Avenue with no cars!— could wreak havoc for drivers 
and public transit riders. 

The Chicago Transit Authority plans to temporarily 
change 15 bus routes. Commuters should use alternative 
routes such as Lake Shore Drive. Traffic aides and mes- 
sage boards also will direct motorists. 

Mayor Daley said any inconvenience is worth it and 
that motorists and commuters would understand. 

Daley called Oprah’s taping great publicity for the 
city and an event that will create jobs. The show will 
reimburse Chicago for any costs incurred, he said. 

But cab driver Maxwell Anokye, who zips up and 
down Michigan Avenue six days a week to earn a living, 
begged to disagree. 

“It’s not a good idea,” said Anokye, 45, a resident of 
Rogers Park who was upset he’ll have to find a new 
route. 

Last year, Oprah kicked off her new season at 
Millennium Park. But Michigan Avenue usually isn’t 
closed off except for a few hours for the Magnificent 
Mile Lights Eestival the weekend before Thanksgiving,

though Chicago Film Office Director Rich 
Moskal insisted the thoroughfare has been 
closed for more extended periods for film pro- 
ductions. 

A private security team will guard closed-off 
Michigan Avenue while Chicago police— paid 
by the show— will secure the streets outside the 
venue, said Megan McDonald, executive direc- 
tor of the Mayor’s Office of Special Events. 

Oprah already is getting a local public- 
ity boost. On a dreary Aug. 19 night, lights in 
the office windows of CNA Financial Corp. 
were strategically lit to spell out “Oprah 9-14” 
and a photo was snapped. That photo, with 
Buckingham Fountain in the foreground, is dis- 
played on the show’s Facebook page to adver- 
tise the show’s premiere date. 

“When {Oprah} asked us to be part of her 
promotion, it seemed like the right thing to 
do,” CNA spokeswoman Katrina Parker said. 
“We’re icons in our own right.” 


‘I wish we could do this every day’

Daley said the talk show host will 
reimburse the city for the costs of the 
show, which will shut down Michigan 
Avenue between Ohio Street and 
Wacker Drive from 12:01 a.m. Monday, Labor Day, 
until 5 a.m. Wednesday 

“This is a great thing we’re doing; I wish we could 
do this every day in the city of Chicago,” Daley 
said at an unrelated event Tuesday morning. 

Daley said the taping of “The Oprah Winfrey 
Show” will help create jobs and bring worldwide 
publicity to the city 


“She’s an icon for the industry Take 
New York City, Los Angeles, take all 
of them for the filming industry They 
do this every day, unfortunately,” 
Daley said. 

Asked by reporters about the 
inconvenience to downtown motor- 
ists, Daley said it’s worth it. 

“I think they’ll understand how 
important this is dealing with jobs, 
dealing with international exposure. ... This is a 
great opportunity,” Daley said. 

The event, a kickoff for the 24th season of

officials. Daley echoed the invite.

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Ordinances are outlined 
ahead of Olympic decision

With little more than a month until the 
International Olympic Committee decides 
whether Chicago will get the 2016 Summer 
Games, aldermen and the Daley administra- 
tion unveiled new ordinances Tuesday that they 
say would provide greater oversight should the 
city’s bid prevail. 

Aid. Manuel Flores (ist) held a news confer- 
ence to pitch a measure that would empower the 
city’s inspector general to monitor the Olympic 
committee if Chicago hosts the Games. 
Separately, Mayor Daley’s administration intro- 


duced apian to let two aldermen sit on the orga- 
nizing committee if Chicago wins its 2016 bid. 

The proposal by Flores and other aldermen 
also requires Olympic committee employees 
who earn at least $50,000 a year to file financial 
disclosure statements that will be public infor- 
mation. Chicago 2016 does not currently release 
statements their employees submit. 

The proposal from Flores and three other 
aldermen includes many of the same provisions 
also in an ordinance that Mayor Daley’s adminis- 
tration introduced Tuesday Flores said the may- 
or’s ordinance “does not go far enough.” 


“Our ordinance is the better ordinance,” 
Flores said. 

The mayoral ordinance would see Aids. 
Edward Burke and Carrie Austin be the City 
Council’s representatives on the organizing 
committee that will plan and run the Games, 
according to a draft ordinance reviewed by the 
Tribune. 

Bid leaders have been battling criticism that 
they have lacked openness all summer. After 
Daley and Bid Chairman Patrick Ryan did an 
about-face in June, agreeing to accept full finan- 
cial responsibility for the Games, several aider- 


men said they were reconsidering their support 
for the Olympics. But after a series of meetings 
with Ryan’s team, many aldermen have said 
they are likely to support the bid. 

For Flores, the new Olympics oversight 
proposal marked a retreat from his previous 
support of a plan to cap the city’s liability for 
Olympic losses at $500 million. 

Daley recently said he would sign the 
International Olympic Committee’s host 
city contract, which would require the city to 
assume liability for any losses. All bid cities must 
sign the contract, IOC officials have said. 


County sales tax 
rollback vote fails

Cook County commissioners couldn’t make their rollback of 
the county’s controversial sales tax stick Tuesday, failing by one 
vote to override Board President Todd Stroger’s veto of their 
attempted tax cut. 

That means the county sales tax rate remains at 1.75 percent, 
despite a majority of the county board wanting to reduce it to 
1.25 percent. 

Tax-cut backers needed 14 of 17 commissioners to override 
Stroger’s veto. The vote was 13-4. 

Commissioner Deborah Sims (D-Chicago), who had been 
part of the tenuous coalition supporting a rollback, chose to 
support Stroger and sustain the veto. In July, Sims voted to roll 
back the sales tax increase, but Tuesday she switched positions 
and voted in favor. 

Before the vote, Stroger said cutting the sales-tax rate would 
send the county into the red. 

Sims said she voted against the tax rollback because there 
were many unanswered questions about what slashing the sales 
tax would mean. 

Commissioners voting to overturn the veto argued the tax 
was a burden on taxpayers. 

Since the county sales-tax hike of a penny-on-the-dollar was 
approved in late February 2008, Stroger has remained the target 
of intense criticism but held fast that it’s needed to prevent deci- 
mation of the county’s vast public health system. He has vetoed 
three different attempts to repeal or cut the sales-tax hike. 

“It will make very little difference to most consumers,” Stroger 
said Tuesday accusing rollback supporters of being dishonest 
with constituents. “It will devastate our public-health system.”

Police find decomposed 
body in South Side home 


Chicago police Tuesday discovered the decomposed body of an 
87-year-old woman after an 81 -year-old man initially refused to allow 
city officials inside an Englewood home, police said 
An autopsy is scheduled for Wednesday to determine the cause of 
death for Anna Posenhofer of the 7000 block of South Carpenter 
Street, said a spokesman for the Cook County medical examiner's 
office. The spokesman said it was unclear how long the woman had 
been dead, 

Chicago police were called to the home by officials of the city's 
Department of Family and Support Services who were conducting a 
well-being check about 7:30 a,m, for the 8i-year-old man who lived at 
the home, said Chicago Police News Affairs Officer Robert Perez, 
The man had refused to let the city workers inside, Perez said. 
When police arrived, neighbors told them an elderly man and 
woman lived in the home but that they had not seen the woman for 
“quite some time,” Perez said. 


The man finally allowed police inside, and officers found the body 
of the woman in a bedroom, 

Lois Henry, 75, said the last time she saw the woman was about 
seven or eight years ago. She said when she and her grandchildren 
asked the woman's brother about her, the man kept quiet and never 
answered, 

“We talked about where was she and why she didn't come out. But 
her brother wouldn't let nobody in,” said Henry, “He would never 
answer,” 

Henry said the brother is a very quiet man who never associated 
with anyone in the neighborhood. She said that even when postal 
workers dropped off packages at their home, the man would refuse 
to open the door and wait until they left before retrieving the pack- 
ages or mail, 

“It is strange and kind of scary” said Henry of the 
discovery earlier Tuesday

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Could Big Ten bowl be held at Yankee Stadium?

The Big Ten is poised to make a meaning- 
ful bowl swap, replacing the Alamo with the 
Gator in its lineup. 

But an even more intriguing possibil- 
ity lurks. The Tribune has learned Big Ten 
officials have met with Yankee Stadium 
representatives to discuss a bowl game that 
would be played at the so-called “House 
that George Built.” 

“It’s an interesting concept,” said Big Ten 


Associate Commissioner Mark Rudner. “It’s 
compelling.” 

Rudner cautioned that any bowl game at 
Yankee Stadium would not occur during the 
four-year cycle that will begin after the 2010 
regular season. The NCAA has yet to certify 
Yankee Stadium, and the Big Ten is far along 
in negotiations with other bowls. 

But Yankee Stadium officials made a solid 
case with athletic directors during spring 
meetings in Chicago. One scenario would 


have a Big Ten team face a Big East oppo- 
nent. 

“Our ADs are very interested in learning 
more,” Rudner said, “but there needs to be 
more study” 

In addition. Northwestern is talking to 
officials in the Bronx about playing a regu- 
lar-season game at Yankee Stadium. Wildcats 
athletic director Jim Phillips said it’s some- 
thing the school will “actively pursue.” 

The Yankees and Northwestern have

How often does that happen? 

The whole reason I have a TV show 
now is I was arc-welding on stage 
at a cake-decorating competition 
and I set the table on fire by accident. 
True story 

How would you describe your band’s 
sound in five words or less? 

Are you calling me loquacious? 
[Laughs] 

No, I ask that to everyone. It’s not 
personal. 

You know, I just had to do this thing 
called “Six-Word Memoirs,” and it 
was really difficult. Now I gotta do a 
five-word sum-up of a group of very 
complex musicians.

You were in Chicago recently after 
driving from Baltimore to deliver a

So what I did 
was I kept one of the {extra} cakes 
pretty close. I basically told myself that 
every time I hit the brakes it would 
slide a little bit closer to the front 
seat. So I tapped the brakes, it’d slide 
a couple inches ... {and} right around 
Columbus, Ohio, it was definitely 
within finger-lickin’ range. I opened up 
the top and started snackin’. 

Having cake in the car must be 
so tempting. 

It is and it isn’t. I mean, we’re sur- 
rounded by cake all the time. It’s like 
I’d rather bring a jar of pickles with 
me or something. Everything in the 
bakery’s so sweet; it’s like, “Let’s have 
something salty Let’s have some olives 
or potato chips or just something that’s 
not sugar and butter.” 


‘Ace of Cakes’ star 
Duff Goldman cooks u| 
lot of noise with soihac

Glance at that picture. The guy intense- 
ly pounding the bass may not look like 
one of the country’s most famous cake- 
makers. 

Tet that bald-headed rocker is, 
in fact. Duff Goldman, star of the 
Food Network’s ‘Ace of Cakes” and 
bassist for instrumental post-rockers 
soihadto. What connects the roles? 
Goldman says both chefs and musicians 
are just looking for a reaction. 

“If everyone’s just at the bar and talk- 
ing while you’re playing, that’s a bum- 
mer,” says Goldman, 34. “If people are 
yelling at you that you suck, at least 
that’s something. You’ve raised them 
out of their apathy to at least scream 
at you and be like, “Get off the stage. 
Make me a cake, motherfbleeper}!” 

That sort of heckling happens occa- 
sionally, he says, but Goldman tries not 
to be “the cake guy” when playing in 
the hard-hitting outfit.

The buzz: Epitomizing Modern Rock Radio, 
multi-platinum Chicagoans Chevelle have 
scored six Top 5 Modern Rock hits since 
forming in 1995.

You have an image as a rock *n* roll cake- 
maker. Are you perceived differently in the 
music industry because you’re a baker? 

Tliere’s so many coolcs tliat are also 
musicians. I don’t thinlc that the music 
industry would see it as weird that there’s a 
coolc in a band. I thinlc they might see it as 
weird that there’s a guy on Food Network in 
a band. 

Who else in the culinary world is an 
awesome musician? 

Tom Colicchio. Incredible guitar player. 
Really really really good. There’s a guy 
named Brent Knoechel. He is the executive 
chef of the WPGA tour. He is a badass 
drummer. One of the most badass 


drummers I’ve ever heard. 

What type of cake will you just not do at 
Charm City Cakes? 

It’s kind of like a cake-by-cake basis. For a 
while there were people asking for baby 
showers cakes {and wanting] an actual baby 
It’s like, “Well, you gotta cut that up and 
eat it.” And we had to explain that to them. 
And they’re like, “Oh, yeah, I guess you’re 
right. That’s gross.” So we don’t do cakes of 
babies or ... cakes of the human form. Except 
we are doing a bust of Lionel Richie for a cus- 
tomer.

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Can music video games stop the industry’s slump?

With a little help from the Beatles, Super Mario 
and price cuts from Sony and Microsoft, the 
slumping video game industry is hoping for a 
sales resurrection this fall. 

The season got a late-summer start Tuesday, 
with the release of “Guitar Hero 5,” a game fea- 
turing music from the Rolling Stones, Nirvana 
and other popular bands. Then on Sept. 9 comes 
the launch of “The Beatles: Rock Band,” which 
marks the rock icons’ debut in a video game. 

Plagued by the recession and a lackluster 
game release schedule for much of this year, 
the video game industry has fallen into a 
slump. It has been the first one since the lat- 
est game consoles — the Xbox 360, the Wii and 
the PlayStation 3 — were launched in 2005 and 
2006. 

The music genre— the second-most-popular 
video game category behind action games— 
has suffered in particular, though that’s partly 
because it’s been so popular in the past couple 
of years that it needs exceptional sales just to 
stay even. According to the NPD Group, U.S. 


retail sales in the music and dance game genre 
were nearly $390 million less at the end of July 
than at the same time last year. 

The industry hopes The Beatles can end that 
slump. But while John Lennon may have once 
boasted The Beatles were more popular than 
Jesus, time will tell whether today’s video game 
fans feel that way The “Rock Band” game will 
cost $60, which is typical for a big release, but a 
$250 version comes with “limited edition” instru- 
ments resembling the ones the Fab Four used. 

Henrique Santos, a 22-year-old student 
from Brazil, tried a demo of the Beatles game 
on Monday at a GameStop store near San 
Francisco’s Union Square. He said it was chal- 
lenging and probably will be a hit. 

“They’re definitely not my favorite band,” he 
said. “But for a game. The Beatles are the best 
party band, because everybody likes them.” 

Video game industry analysts are cautiously 
optimistic that the Beatles will help the indus- 
try end 2009 on a higher note than it began. 
Joining the “Rock Band” game are blockbusters 
like Nintendo’s upcoming remake of the classic 


“Super Mario Bros.” for the Wii and Activision 
Blizzard’s “Call of Duty: Modern Warfare 2.” 

It doesn’t hurt that two of the three console 
makers announced hefty price cuts in recent 
days. Almost a week ago Microsoft said it is 
slashing the price of the high-end Xbox 360, 
the Elite, by $100 to $299. A few days earlier, 
Sony rolled back the price of the PlayStation 3 
by $100. That leaves just Nintendo, whose Wii 
has cost $250 since its launch. Analysts expect 


the company to bring down the price of the 
Wii, though it might do that by keeping the 
base price level and including more free games 
with it. 

One hurdle for the industry: Several game 
publishers have delayed big launches meant 
for the holidays. “BioShock 2” from Take- 
Two Interactive Software, “Splinter Cell: 
Conviction” from Ubisoft and “StarCraft II” 
from Activision have been pushed out to 2010.

It wasn’t until my father took the time to explain the rules of football 
to me that I really started to appreciate the sport. The same can be said 
for wine. 

You can enhance your wine drinking pleasure by taking an introduc- 
tory wine class to learn the basics, A professional wine instructor can 
give you an overview of grape varieties and regions, teach you how to 
taste wine properly and offer tips on purchasing wines at restaurants 
and retail stores. They also can teach you how to pair selections with 
the right types of food. Plus, wine classes can be a great way to share 
and build your passion for wine with a friend or significant other. 

There are many types of wine courses that you can take— from one- 
day tutorials to multi-week classes— but there are two important fac- 
tors to keep in mind when you do. 

First, make sure you like the instructor. There is no perfect way to 
teach wine. Some instructors take a more technical and scientific angle 
while others make wine more fun and casual. Fat all possible, speak 
with the instructor in advance to determine F you are going to enjoy
